Geese are great foragers and will 
wander for miles in search of food. 
This is particularly true of the com­ 
mon kind, but the improved breeds 
are not so much disposed to wander 
and for that reason are more easily 
cared for. 
Full grow-n geese can be turned out 
on the range or pasture and if gra?3 
is plentiful will take care of them­ 
selves during six months of the year. 
They must have green food at all 
times. During the breeding and laying 
season they should be fed twice a day 
with cornmeal and shorts in equal 
parts, slightly moistened, lf their food 
i3 sloppy it will cause bowel trouble. 
Stale bread slightly moistened with 
water is an excellent food and to this 
should be added ground beef scraps. 
W ater is much enjoyed by g ^ s e but 
it is not at all necessary and, in fact, 
young goslings when being pushed for 
growth should not be allowed to swim, 
as all forms of exercise are objection­ 
able. 
Geese lay from twelve to twen­ 
ty eggs and then want to sit, but if 
they are prevented from doing so they 
will begin to lay again in about a 
week and will continue until the end 
of the season. 
It is better to keep geese laying 
eggs andwatch them under hens. Five 
or six eggs may be placed tinder a 
very large hen but the average will 
be from three to five. The period cf 
incubation is thirty days. As a rule 
geere are extremely fertile. 
When placing Hic eggs under tile 
hen she should be thoroughly dusted 
with insect powder. 
T he eggs should 
be sprinkled w ith warm water, at least 
twice, curing the last s« veil days of 
hatching, and if the wet her is very 
dry and h t it should be done oftener.

evident that these insects are more oi ! 
less abundant in all of the corn-grow 
ing states of the Mississippi valley. 
The corn rootworm has destroys 
millions of dollars worth of com dur 
ing the last thirty years for farmers 
and yet it is one of the easiest specie: 
of insects to control, when once th< 
farmer becomes acquainted with iti 
habits. 
Like most insects of thi: 
class, it is useless to attempt to hole 
it in check by the application of poi 
sons; it covers too much territory 
and, during the period when it doe* 
Its injury, is concealed beneath the 
surface of the soil. 
As one become* 
better acquainted with its life history 
therefore, the more evident it become* 
that the application of good, up-to-date 
farming; methods is the only remedy 
needed. 
As the larvae do not feed upon any 
thing but the corn roots, it is eviden' 
that if a regular rotation of crops it 
practiced, so that com is grown or 
the same soil only once or twice ic 
three or four years, there will be Bt 
chance for the insects to increase.'! *

Examination of Ear Lobe It Consid­ 
ered to Be Almost Infallible—Vel­ 
vety Texture of Hen’* Comb 
Ie Alto Good. 


The expert eve can readily detect 
laying hens among a flock of nonlay­ 
ers. 
Professor Kent gives the follow­ 
ing rules observed at Cornell, some of 
which were worked out some years 
ago by the Connecticut experiment 
station: 
Yellow-legged birds quickly lay off 
the color in their shanks when they 
are laying. 
A hen which is laying 
heavily almost loses the yellow color 
out of her shanks. After molting th© 
yellow color returns quickly. 
Examination of the ear lobe is con­ 
sidered to be almost infallible. 
A 
chalky white ear lobo indicates a bird 
is laying heavily, whereas a cream-col­ 
ored one shows the bird is laying mod­ 
erately, has just started or has just 
stopped. 
A 
milk-colored ear lobe 
shows the hen has laid slightly or has 
stopped laying. A very yellow' or dark 
ear lobe indicates the hen has not laid 
at all.. 
It is to be remembered that an ex­ 
tremely white car lobe also may mean 
very low vitality. 
The more velvety the texture of the 
comb of a hen iB the better is her 
health, and it is almost a certain sign 
she is laying heavily. 
Out of 40 hens under observation at 
Cornell, six with chalky white ear 
lobes showed that they had laid 22

Would a man raising breeding homers 
for sale offer a single pair to another 
if half the fabulous tales of profit were 
true? Most assuredly not. 
A pair of mated homers can be 
raised to maturity; that is a breeding 
age, from squabs for a certain fixed 
sum, varying from two to three dollars 
per pair, depending upon the locality 
and the number of pairs raised at one 
time. When birds are offered for sale 
at a Tower price than above stated 
look for the "nigger in the woodpile,” 
for he is sure to be there. 
There are many reputable firms sell­ 
ing and raising mated homers, but 
there are many disreputable ones, so 
the beginner must go slow iy or else 
learn by experience to pick the good 
from the bad breeders—this often at 
the cost of many dollars. 
The guaranties offered by so-called 
squab companies are often misleading 
and—it bas been proved in the I nked 
States courts—it is sometimes very 
difficult to prove a misrepresentation 
even when everybody is morally cer­ 
tain that fraud was intended. 
Consider well your own ability and 
pocketbook before putting a single 
dollar into breeding homers. 
Raising squabs for market never did 
nor ever will make a man wealthy, 
without he puts every ounce of busi­ 
ness ability he possesses into the 
work. If he ex p ects to feed his stock 
or have it fed for him three times 
daily nr.d then. at stated periods, 
rather the squabs. 3fP the rn and pock-

The early days, when squabbing was 
in its Infancy, were full of big profits 
for the squabber, even if he was a lit­ 
tle “loose” in his management. Those 
days wheat was cheap, aud corn and 
all the domestic feeds; squabs, too, 
brought a fixed price per pair, regard­ 
less of color or weight of the meat. 
Today, with wheat high and other 
feeds 
in 
proportion, 
with 
squabs 
graded by the ounce in prices and by 
the color of the meat, every item of ex­ 
pense and attention must be carefully 
considered and made to help tow'ard 
heavy, white squabs. 
The lofts must have the best pos­ 
sible attention and position, with as 
warm an exposure as possible. 
They 
must be high and dry and well pro­ 
tected from weasels, rats, etc. 
The birds must be carefully watered 
and fed three times every day, and the 
four or five hours of daylight left to 
the squabber when all feeding and 
watering is done are best spent watch­ 
ing for sickness in the lofts, and look­ 
ing for the little omissions we all 
make. 
Take care that the birds have plenty 
of nesting material, charcoal, salt, grit, 
his friends about b’s squab farm .» etc., for their needs.

powers in conjunction with the Unit 
cd States in bringing about the con­ 
sumation so devoutly 
to 
be wished 
for. 
It is now freely admitted that from 
the beginning of his 
administration 
President Wilson 
has 
had in mind, 
the plans that now seem to be erys- 
talizing 
into endeavor—the uniting 
of all the 
strictly * western hemis­ 
phere powers in 
assuming responsi­ 
bility for bringing order 
to Mexico, 
and from every indication we may 
believe that formal steps are being 
taken to that end. 
On Thursday a conference will be 
held in the state department between 
S e c re ta ry Lansing and the represen­ 
tatives of the various Latin-American 
republics, and it 
is 
confidently ex­ 
pected that at 
this meeting definite 
plans will bo formulated for immedi­ 
ate and vigorous action. 
With Carranza growing in strength 
every day and with his most formida 
hie opponent now' practically an out­ 
law, desperately robbing anti looting 
in an endeavor to possess himself of 
supplies sufficient 
to 
continue 
the 
hopeless struggle, it seems that the 
hour has struck when 
this govern­ 
ment is called upon to take an active 
part in fulfilling the obligations that 
rest upon it as the guardian of the 
rights and privileges of all those na­ 
tions whose hope 
for 
future inde­ 
pendent existence rests solely in the 
Monroe doctrine. 
But, as the president seems wriselv 
to have concluded, it would neither 
be right nor just 
that 
this natior 
should assume all the responsibility 
in the premises and tak^ upon itself 
all the burden of readjustment. 
Bolivia, Uruguay and Guatemala are 
equally if not 
more 
interested 
in 
straightening out Mexican affairs as 
are we, and should 
each 
take

share of the responsibility

After the larvae has become fully 
developed it loosens its hold and falls 
to the ground and passes into the 
pupa stage and later becomes a full- 
grown fly. 
This fly then deposits 
its eggs just as the parent did, and 
this process Is repeated until the pest 
is multiplied millions of times. 
If the sheeps’ noses are nibbed with 
tar the parasite will give little or 
no trouble. 
Some flockmasters pro­ 
vide very narrow troughs at the bot­ 
tom, smearing the sides of the trough 
with tar so that the sheep in seek­ 
ing the troughs will anoint them­ 
selves. 
If the sheep are provided with 
darkened sheds in which to lie during 
the heat of the day they will suffer 
very little annoyance.

SQUASH INJURED BY BORERS 


Whole Patches of Vegetable May Bo 
Destroyed by Insect In Few Days 
— Plan of One Farmer. 


Some years the Hubbard squash 
vine is badly injured by the squash 
borer. 
The moth lays her eggs on 
the outside of the vine, and in a few 
days the eggs hatch into small grubs. 
These Immediately bore their way 
Into the stalk where they live un­ 
seen and for a time unsuspected. 
For a while the vines grow well; 
then, as the borer continues feeding 
on the inside of the stalk, the vine 
withers and dies. 
Whole patches of 
squash may be destroyed by these 
borers in a few days. 
In 1914 one farmer made tests of 
early and late planting. 
The early 
plantings were begun in April and 
continued into May. Sweet corn was 
used as a companion crop, with the 
early plantings to furnish shade for 
the squash vines, but every vine ex­ 
cept one was destroyed by the borers 
in all the early plantings. 
He made late plantings of seed 
from June I to July 20, which was 
the last planting of the season. 
In 
order to hasten the development of 
the plants as an offset to late plant­ 
ing, separate hills were prepared. 
Holes were dug from eight to ten 
inches deep, which were filled with 
rich soil thoroughly mixed with chick­ 
en manure, but he left saucer-like 
depressions as an aid to watering 
the plants in dry weather. This plan 
proved very serviceable, as no rain 
fell during six weeks of midsummer. 
The plants had to be watered fre­ 
quently to keep them vigorous. 
Notwithstanding the drawbacks of 
late planting and a dry season, this 
crop of Hubbards was among the best 
he had ever raised. 
Hardly a vine 
was attacked by the borers. 
The 
period of squash-moth flying was over 
before the plants were above ground.

Plant Will Stand Much Heat After 
Making Good Start— Will Not Keep 
Unless Properly Ripened. 


Onions grow best in relatively cool 
weather and require an abundance of 
moisture during the ealrly stages of 
growth. However, they will stand con­ 
siderable heat after they have made 
a good start, and ripen better if the 
weather is relatively dry at the time 
they mature. 
This makes them an important crop 
in central and northern latitudes, 
where the weather of spring is cool 
and moist and a dry period normally 
occurs in Sugust or in early Septem­ 
ber. 
However, the season must be 
sufficiently long for the onions to ma­ 
ture before the autumn raiDs set in, 
or they are likely never to ripen prop­ 
erly. 
Unless properly ripened, onions will 
not keep. 
For northern localities it 
is sometimes necessary to use only 
the earlier maturing varieties. 
The above statements reler to the 
growing of ripe onions. Green onions 
reach edible size in a comparatively 
short time, and can be grown during 
the normally cool and moist weather 
of early spring In central and north­ 
ern latitudes. As a commercial crop, 
they are of minor importance com­ 
pared with ripe onion**
